At its regular meeting on Wednesday, May 26, 1993, the Board of 
Public Works approved a resolution to purchase property at 531, 
541 and 542 East Wallace Street. These are Lot 184, Lot 185 
and the East 1/2 of Lot 196 in Lewis Addition. 


The owners of these properties recently decided to place them 
on the market for sale. The City Utility Administration 
desires to acquire this real estate for the purposes of 
controlling property adjacent to existing Utility Administra- 
tion facilities and for the ability for future facility 
expansion. 


The purchase price the City is offering is $59,750, an amount 
derived from the average of two professional appraisals of the 
real estate. (Sturges, Griffin, Trent & Co. appraised the 
property at $61,500; Misner & Associates’ appraisal was 
$58,000).
